Thomas Hart Benton’s illustrious 
can ( i in the United States enate, 
but not so well known Is the fact 
that he also holds a conspicuous 
place as an author. William Cul­ 
len Bryant pronounced 
Benton's 
Thirty Year* View the 
greatest 
book in American literature, while 
Chief Justice Joseph Story rated 
his Historical and Legal Examina­ 
tion in the Dred Scott Case as one 
of America's greatest legal 
pub­ 
lications. 
This outstanding M s- 
souri statesman and writer died 
on Apnl 10, 1858, eighty 
years 
ago 11.is week. 
The Thirty Years View, which 
is Benten's most outstanding lit­ 
erary work, was written soon af­ 
ter his retirement from the sen­ 
ate. 
In these two largi volumes 
are prr entcd the views of Mis­ 
souri’s dynamic senator and other 
public men on the problems con­ 
fronting the United States senate 
from 1820 to 1850, espec ially those 
affecting the interests of the West. 
Volume odt- is based upon the 
private records of Benton and his 
associates 
Volume two was pre­ 
pared chiefly from memory fol­ 
lowing 
a 
Are 
in 
1855 
which 
destroyed his home and 
papers. 
It is said that Francis P. 
Blair, 
Sr., and Benton’s second daugh­ 
ter. Jessie, assisted him 
in 
the 
final editing of the work. 
The sic ry is told that when the 
publisher sent a messenger to get 
his estimate of the 
number 
of 
copies to print, Benton loftily re­ 
plied • ‘’Sirs, 
you 
can 
ascertain 
from the last census how many 
persons there are in the 
United 
States who can read, 
sir." 
The 
first edition was 
published 
in 
1854, and a second in 1889. 
The 
work had a good sale considering 
its 
serious 
nature. 
Originally 
priced at $4.00 it may now be ob­ 


tained for $1.50 to $3.00. 
Another significant work, call­ 
ing for untiring effort and careful 
Judgment, was Benton’s 
Abridg­ 
ment of the Debates of Congn:ss 
frt m 1789 to 1856. published 
in 
sixteen large volumes. The auth­ 
or was rather disappointed in the 
sale of this work, but it 
is 
es­ 
sentially a type for which there 
was a limited demand. It ha^ un­ 
doubtedly enabled many students 
in small communities to have ac­ 
cess to important d* bates 
which 
otherwise they would 
not 
have 
had 
A small volume 
of 
excellent 
scholarship was the Historical and 
Legal Examination in the 
D cd 
Scott Case. 
This was the final 
effort of an old man to forestall, 
if possible, the coming catastrophe 
of 1881. 
To Benton the action of 
th* 
court 
involved 
one 
more 
branch of the 
government, 
the 
judiciary, in sectional strife. 
Be­ 
lieving that the legislative branch 
was the policy-forming 
depart- 
mt nt of the government. 
Benton 
questioned the right of the 
Su­ 
preme Court to declare the 
Mis­ 
souri compromise unconstitutional. 
He believed that the decision car­ 
ried slavery into the 
territories 
against the wishes of the people 
and Congress and that it was con­ 
trary to previous 
interpretations 
of the 
Constitution. 
The 
work 
was dictated when his health was 
so impaired that 
he 
could 
not 
speak above a whisper. The book 
attracted much attention and 
is 
still academically 
recognized 
as 
an able treatise. 
Benton also delivered numer­ 
ous speeches which were 
widely 
circulated in pamphlet form. His

verse refrains to the tales of the 
wandering bards were recited and 


the swinging rhythms 
of 
these 
refrains were often so compelling 
that they were accompanied 
by 
the swaying ol bodies the beating 
of feet, or the thumping of flagons. 
But since those early days, 
this 
ancient social art had almost dis­ 
appeared. 
It nas recently 
been 
revived in England. 
John Mase­ 
field some years ago heard some 
of the new speech choirs in Scot­ 
land. and his 
interest 
was 
so 
aroused by the 
possibilities 
of 
this typo of speech work that he 
founded 
“The 
Oxford 
Recita­ 
tion", an annual contest in Britain 
for "choirs” of all ages. 
Choral verse is not limited to a 
particular race, nation, nge or per­ 
iod. 
Any 
country 
having 
a 
body of robust objective 
poetry 
has the material upon which 
to 
work. 
It is a regrettable fact that many 
of us are denied 
adequate 
vocal 
expression. 
Not many of us sing 
alone or even in 
a 
choir. 
Few 
have the presence, logic or vocal 
control to become public speakers 
but anyone not tone deaf or^dumb 
may have an opportunity through 
tin. revived art for satisfying an 


enjoyable 
vocal 
self-expression 
and incidentally make 
a 
social 
contribution of no small value. So 
the educational possibilities of a 
program of verse speaking makes 
a new field in 
our 
schools. 
A 
verse choir, like a singing 
choir, 
d< vj lopes 
team 
spirit, 
and 
it 
opens up for the individual 
an 
undreamed of world of apprecia­ 
tion. 
The sincere oral communi­ 
cation of the poem demands cer­ 
tain speech abilities and skills and 
the discipline of the group aids in 
developing these. 
Through 
the 
speaking of fine literature in such 
a choir, many of the most 
dif­ 
fident students have been aw ak­ 
ened. 
Various fears 
and 
com­ 
plexes and lack of confidence have 
paralized their effort by the speech 
choir has given them courage. 
Miss Howard took two courses 
in this field at the University 
of 
Southern 
California 
in 
recent 
summer sessions. 
The first was 
a course in “Group Verse Speak­ 
ing", given by Vocha Fiskc, the 
first American Pupil of Gullnn of 
England. 
The second course was 
in “The Staging of 
Poetry" 
by 
Mo 
Dalzell who established the 


first "Poetry Playhouse” in 
this 
Country. These classes constitut­ 
ed verse choirs 
and 
were 
re­ 
quired as groups to “.stage” 
the 
various types of poetry presented 
to them. 
In this way they 
ac­ 
quired a practical experience pre­ 
paring them to lead choirs of this 
type. 
Weather beina unfavorable only 
about half the usual number were 
in attendance to hear this inter­ 
esting program. The book attend­ 
ance prize was awarded to 
Miss 
Howard’s 
second 
grade 
room 
which had 12 parents and also the 
teacher present. 
During 
the 
business 
session. 
Mrs. W. H. Sikes,

her report, and the group gave her 
a rising vote of thanks for 
her 
work.
